he only travelling I've been doing 

lately is of the armchair variety, 
reading up on Bangkok, Thailand. 
It’s a sprawling city of eight million 
souls, chock full of stunningly orate 
Thai architecture and Buddhas en- 
sconced in gilded monasteries. 

Bangkok is also “choke” full of 
cars, with at least 10 times the den- 
sity of Edmonton and barely a 
quarter the street capacity. The 
roads that do exist resemble giant 
parking lots. Three-hour traffic 
jams are not unusual and, often, a 
person on foot can move faster 
than the paralyzed traffic. 

Not that walking is pleasant. A 
parking lot may be ugly to the 
eyes, but Bangkok's streets assault 
the nose and lungs. The motor 
vehicles are idling, and idly going 
nowhere. Small three-wheeled tuk- 
tuks, motorcycle taxis, spew black 
smoke into the hot humid air. The 
use of leaded gasoline adds to the 
toxic cocktail; lead levels often 
soar to three times what is consid- 
ered safe in the United States. 

More than a third of the traffic 
police have lung ailments and the 
fumes sometimes lead to strange 
behavior. Subject to growing 
abuse from frustrated drivers, a 
few traffic cops have begun danc- 
ing in the streets to liven things up. 
Needless to say, their popularity 
has grown with these new antics. 
~ lt hasn’t always been so. Within 
memory, people could traverse 
Bangkok quickly and in comfort. 
Bangkok was called the Venice of 
the East due to the criss-crossing 
network of klongs, or canals. 

Ivan Illich, the great thinker and 
social critic, wrote about Bang- 
kok’s wrong turn in his fascinating 
book Tools for Conviviality. 
During the 1960s, with government 
support and the financial aid of the 
World Bank, the klongs were filled 
in to ve roads. 











Now, not only are the roads jam- 
med but the city is sinking at a rate 
of four inches per year because of 
improper drainage, since most of 
the canals were filled in. Some of 
the roads are partly under water 
when the annual monsoons come. 

The congestion costs the city 
over $2 billion annually in lost pro- 
ductivity, health problems and 
wasted fuel. Tourists and investors 
alike are being scared away by 
perhaps the world’s worst traffic. 

Attempts have been made over 
the years to ease the congestion by 
building more roads. Overpasses 
were built at busy intersections 
and elevated roads constructed. 
Traffic expanded to fill the avail- 
able space and before they knew 
it, the gridlock was back. 

It seems the picture of absurdi- 
ty. In Edmonton, the one advan- 
tage of cars is they can get you 
around rather quickly. In Bangkok, 
there is no such advantage. Viable 
alternative transportation choices 
do not exist, since buses are also 
caught in the traffic jams. River 
taxis along the Chau Phrya River 
are quick, but much of the city is 
not easily accessible from the 
river. And with road space filled 
up, there is little room for bicycles. 

A friend recently remarked that 
once someone emerges from pov- 
erty, a car is desired as a symbol of 
having arrived. One of the tough- 
est things, he said, must be to try 
to convince them they don’t want 
or need that car. Big car makers 
that line up to build new factories 
in Asia actively stoke that desire. 
With 500 more cars hitting 
Bangkok's streets daily, the prob- 
lem grows more urgent. 

Can Bangkok resolve its traffic 
problems? Can the people of Thai- 
land (literally meaning “land of the 
free”) be free to breathe clean air? 
Can global climate change be 
averted and worldwide consump- 
tion of energy and resources 
brought to a sustainable level?

While it was a huge shock to the system, 
I ended up staying (in New York) nine 
years,” said Webb, laughing at his 
younger self. 

Edmonton reclaimed Webb in 1979, 
when he was offered the position of 
dance instructor at Grant MacEwan 
Community College, and he’s since been 
instrumental in advancing the city’s rep- 
utation for dance excellence. 

A stint in Los Angeles in the mid 1980s 
cemented Webb’s instinct to form a solo 
dance company based in Edmonton. 
The Brian Webb Dance Company has 
brought him both national and interna- 
tional recognition. 

Quick to credit the dance community 
as a whole for much of his success, 
Webb believes Edmonton is on the 
threshold of greater exposure. “Dance in 
Edmonton is on the edge of a major hap- 
pening.

CBC Radio throws popular Edmonton AM host over the side 


Local listeners rebel against 
decision to drop Grant from show

dmonton radio listeners are 

upset over the CBC’s decision to 
yank popular host John Grant from 
its morning show in May. However, 
calls for his reinstatement are falling 
on deaf ears. 

Since the CBC decided to pull 
Grant from the radio program 
Edmonton AM, frustrated listeners 
have phoned the station, sent let- 
ters to the daily newspapers and 
circulated petitions. But radio 
executives with the public broad- 
caster say their decision stands. 

Judy Fantham, director of radio 
for CBC Edmonton, says the deci- 
sion was based on a number of 
factors, including focus groups, 
ratings analysis, internal program 
evaluation and-informal feedback 
from listeners. 

“That’s news to me,” said Grant, 
reached afhome this week. Bey- 
ond that, hé had no comment, add- 
ing he was unwilling to negotiate 
in the media. “I will have some- 
thing to say, but not right now.” 

Fanthamemphasized Grant is an 
excellent Broadcaster, radio host 
and journalist, and recently assur- 
ed listeners in a letter published in

Fantham 
noted reassignments are part of 
life at the CBC. 

While acknowledging the morn- 
ing show’s popularity in The Jour- 
nal poll, Fantham said, “It would 
be unfair to single out one member 
of our team for our success or lack 
thereof.” 

Fantham didn’t say how much 
money would be saved by Grant’s 
removal from the morning show. 
“There's no question we will have 
to look for budget savings. We will 
be cut back further in the coming 


year.” 

A lot of thought goes into mak- 
ing program changes, said Fan- 
tham. “We try to base our audience 
research on a fairly broad spec- 
trum and we try to do it as fairly as 
we can.” 

In a letter to Chan-Marples, 
Redekopp said he is “heartened to 
see such a rallying of support from 
so many CBC listeners when they 
believe the quality of their service 
is somehow threatened. 

“Such passion is essential if we 
are to preserve public broadcast- 
ing in Canada.” 

Redekopp went on to note ext- 
ensive audience research showed 
the CBC “the message is loud and 
clear. While our product is solid, 
our regular listeners and occasion- 
al listeners would like-a-morning 
program that is more upbeat.” 

That may be true but, in the 
meantime, both Harris and Chan- 
Marples say they have all but 
stopped listening to the morning 
show since Grant left. And in the 
words of letter writer Greg Gra- 
ham: “We miss his style and we'd 
like to hear him back where he 
belongs, hosting the morning 
show.” @

capacity Jazz City Festival 
crowd at the Yardbird Suite last 
week just wanted to shango all night 
long. And no wonder, they couldn't 
get enough of West Coast guitarist 
Charlie Hunter and his quartet, who 
also just happen to be the leading 
purveyors of shango. 

In fact, Hunter and friends claim 
to be the world’s only practition- 
ers of the dance music called 
shango, enabling them to capture 
the worldwide shango market. 

Well, that’s a crock. Shango, 
shmango. Acid jazz is what this 
quartet plays and Hunter definitely 
knows all about the latter. 

Hunter first came to attention 
through San Francisco’s Up and 
Down Club, the meeting place for 
West Coast acid jazzers such as 
Alphabet City and Kenny Brooks. 
In the last year though, Hunter has 
emerged as fhe leader of the move- 
ment, both_with his influential 
band T.J. Igirk and with his own 
quartet. a= 

Hunter's schtick, if you will, is 
the eight-string guitar on which he 
plays both rhythm and bass lines 
at the same time. For the solos, he 
enjoys warbling out a watery Ham- 
mond B-3 organ sound, although at 
points he also favors a rock-and- 
blues flavor, mimicking John 
Scofield. 

The reason for Hunter's popular- 
ity was readily apparent at the 
Yardbird gig. The quartet kicked 
off proceedings with a burning 
tenor solo from Kenny Brooks that 
twisted and wound around Texan 
drummer Scott Amendola’s shuf- 
fling acid jazz:beat. 

Then Montreal alto sax player 
Calder Spanier followed with 
some spirited honking, squealing 
and tweeting. By the time Hunter 
launched into his first solo of the 
night, a good 'n’ greasy Grant 
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Collard Spanier and his sax helped the Charlie Hunter quar- 
tet wrap up Jazz City festivities at the Yardbird-Suite July5-6. 


Green-inspired outing, audience 
heads were bobbing back and 
forth in a fair approximation of the 
funky chicken. 

Hunter knows what crowds 
want. “We like to rock,” said the 
tattoo-sporting guitarist before 
launching into a smooth but 
sweaty funk number called The 
Goblin. 

Spanier worked out overtop, 
blowing hard, until his sax jumped 
like a live thing under his unrelent- 
ing treatment. 


The band closed out the first set 
with the burning bop of Lunkhead. 
If anyone questioned their ability 
to play straight-up jazz, this shut 
them up but good. 

The remainder of the night flew 
past in a mix of peppery sax solos, 
Gene Krupa-influenced drum 
breaks and bubbling guitar lines. 
The crowd brought ’em back for

hoa, there were a lot of peo- 

ple at People’s as early as 
9:30. Actually, there were a lot of 
people compared to an average 
Saturday night at any bar. 

They were there to see some- 
body: either headliners Loetus or 
opening acts Hyper Psyche (like 
Loetus, from Sherwood Park) or 
The Buicks, a half-Calgary, half- 
Edmonton punk/pop creature 
whose roster includes Preston 
Manning’s not-so-wayward son. 

Loetus (pronounced like the 
flower, position or car) is a trio 
fronted by twin brothers Cary and 
Cory Burgett, who used to drive 
the band Mr. Sinister. In describing 
their music, I’ve got one word: 
funk. Okay, maybe a few more: 
fun, jam, punk, solos and chatty. 

Mr. Sinister ceased to exist late 
last year “after one Sinister left”, 
bringing uncertainty to a band 
whose début album Blacker Black 
had been distributed by Royalty 
Records. But remaining members 
(the Burgetts, plus Brent Beaudry) 
just changed the name and kept 
going. At the People’s show (and 
the same will probably hold true 
for Loetus’ Rey gig July 18), tunes 
often sounded like a commercial 
for Hits of the ’70s but not as 
cheesy. Extensive, frequent, almost 


self-indulgent soloing gave the set 
areal jam feel. 

Cary's ultra-funked bass solo 
was especially fun. There was a 
distorted, punkish edge to some of 
the stuff, but the funky spirit was 
always evident, even through a 
cover of the Beatles’ Revolution.. 

All of Loetus’ songs have been 
written since February and except 
for Revolution, they only play origi- 
nals. They're planning to record in 
August. Oh, and Cary says fans 
should know they like peanut but- 
ter sandwiches. 

Hyper Psyche of Sherwood Park 
played the first gig of their career 
to kick off the People’s gig. Their 
energizing power pop was pleasant 
and catchy, though Chris Stanton’s 
vocals were sometimes a little too 
much like Barenaked Ladies. 

He did, however, inspire awe by 
never looking at his guitar. After- 
wards, he suggested the band’s 
impressive tightness was due more 
to nerves than talent. Right. 

The Buicks played an enhanced 
pop/punk set flavored with some 
funk, some British sound, and their 
own unique seasoning. Their set, 
while played to an uninspired 
crowd, was quirky. And it was 
punctuated by the guitarist/vocalist 
taking off his guitar and sprinting a 
complete tour of People’s, climbing 
over a table, and returning to the 
stage to finish the song. 

The band has released a cassette 
called Thanks Coach, which 
includes my favorite track of the 
night, the instrumental Tweedle.

ver the past decade or so, 

Robert Cray has grown into 
one of the acknowledged masters 
of the blues, at least of present 
standing. He put on a fine display 
of that mastery when he and his 
band worked the big room at the 
Jubilee Auditorium last Thursday 
as part of the Jazz City Festival. An 
energetic and appreciative crowd 
went home with its ears full. 

Cray’s version of the blues is 
clear and polished, allowing the 
notes, phrasing and music to come 
through, and let the stories un- 
wind. His quest for quality of sound 
ean reach maddening proportions 

at times (was it really necessary to 
have his technician go over the gui- 
after each and every tune?). 


e and listenable, with 


succinct when called for, and up 
front and brash when he soloed. 

Cray started the night with a 
couple of tunes from earlier 
albums, False Accusations and 
Strong Persuader. Both over 10- 
years-old, they held up just as well 
as tunes from his newest release, 
Some Rainy Morning. It showed 
both the strength in Cray’s song- 
writing and the universality of the 
blues. 

But nobody went to the Jube to 
ponder the universality of the 
idiom or to contemplate the deli- 
cate interplay of his bandmates. 
They went to get a good dose of 
Cray’s guilt-ridden, done-some- 
body-wrong-and-they re-leaving- 
again blues, and they got it. 

He has always been accessible 
both as a blues guitarist who writes 
and sings well and as a brilliant 
blues vocalist who happens to play 
guitar. Thursday night he was at 
the top of his form at both levels. 

Worthy of more mention than we 
have space for here is the opening 
act, the Elmer Lee Thomas Blues 
Revue. A largely acoustic quartet

oko Suzuki doesn’t seem too 

fazed by having some great 
musical minds looking over his 
shoulder at his work. 

Suzuki is music director of the 
Canadian national tour of The 
Who's Tommy. The job included a 
three-week rehearsal session dur- 
ing which he made every cast 
member acutely aware of each 
note they would be singing. Now, 
he must conduct a nine-piece col- 
lection of musicians, some with 
classical and orchestra experi- 
ence, but most from a rock back- 
ground who never before learned 
to follow a conductor. 

And he’s been doing it all under 
watchful eyes.

sion. Church, who painstakingly 
notated every bit of Tommy’s 
music for that production, has 
been musical supervisor for subse- 
quent efforts. He fills the same 
position for David and Ed Mir- 
vish’s production, though Suzuki 
says Church hasn't been involved 
in a hands-on manner. 

In an attempt to make his own 
mark on this version, Suzuki says 
he tried to go back as much as 
possible to the sound of The Who’s 
original. “A lot of it has to do with 
going back and listening to the 
original record and getting a lot of 
the little inflections,” he said. 


Voicing their vowels 


A dialect coach was hired to 
train Canadian throats for London 
accents. “You literally have to go 
through every vowel that you sing 
and think about exactly how 
you're going to articulate it.” 

Most challenging, however, was 
the truly rock 'n’ roll nature of 
Tommy's score. “The sound of The 
Who is really a classic rock 'n’ roll 


possible, as much like The Who as 
possible, but also to make it work 
in a theatrical concept.” 

For Suzuki, that means assem- 
bling a band with some orchestra 
experience, that recognizes the 
importance of following a conduc- 
tor, not springing any surprises on 
the cast, and recreating the exact 
ambiance night after night. And it 
means including some rock musi- 
cians who understand what gauge 
of string, what setting on the amp, 
what type of drumbeat, or what 
type of pickup The Who used to 
create a certain sound. 

“You need guys that have both, 
guys who can crank up a Marshall 
amp and sound like a real rock ’n’ 
roll guitar player, but at the same 
time be able to read a written part 
note-for-note, and be able to fol- 
low a conductor and to play eight 
shows a week exactly the same, 
with that kind of precision.”

ock music wizard Tim Howar is 

looking forward to a few days of 
R&R in Edmonton prior to opening 
Pete Townsend’s Tommy at the 
Jube next week. 

The “deaf, dumb and blind kid” 
from Edmonton, via St. Albert and 
Spirit River, has been bowling ‘em 
over in Ottawa and Winnipeg as 
the Tommy tour — a rocking spec- 
tacle of theatre and music — 
blasts westward. 

“I feel like a travelling Gypsy,” 
said Howar over the phone from 
Ottawa, after taking a break from 
signing posters for new Tommy 
converts and old Who fans at a 
local music emporium. “The res- 
ponse to this show has just been 
overwhelming but, in fact, I’m real- 
ly looking forward to hitting the 
home turf, spending some quality 
time with old friends from Ross 
Shep (high school) and chilling out 
with my family for a few days be- 
fore we get into high gear again.” 

Howar, ever humble, admits it’s 
a bit of a head trip coming back to 
his former haunts as the lead in 
Canada’s hottest rock musical. But 
the bright lights and masses of 
positive publicity he’s inspired to 
date don’t seem to faze the 26- 
year-old star. He still admits to 
being somewhat awed playing the 
Jubilee, an auditorium that inspir- 





ed his early acting career. “It’s too 
cool to be going back in this high 
profile role,” enthused Howar. 
“Our show is really solid, really 
high energy, like a full frontal 
explosion. With rock and roll you 
can’t be above it, you have to be in 
the centre of it and Tommy’s world 
is like this drug-induced world 
where everything is seen from an 
altered perspective. It will be great 
to bring this energy and rock expe- 
rience to my old home town.” 

Originally created in 1969 by 
Townsend and the Who as a “rock 
opera” album, Tommy has seen 
many incarnations including a psy- 
chedelic movie, a ballet and num- 
erous album and concert versions. 
Howar claims this touring show is 
a compilation of the best of all 
Tommy manifestations. 

“This production is most faithful 
to the original album, but Pete has 
created a new song Who fans will 
have never heard. J Believe My 
Own Eyes is the song the parents 
sing to reconcile the fact they are 
raising this autistic-like child who, 
despite being exposed to a series 
of terrible events, learns life is in 
his own hands.” 

Eight shows a week keep the 
Tommy team primed and, accord- 
ing to Howar, each show surpass- 
es the one before it: “I know it 
sounds cliche but we’re really 
working to make each perfor- 
mance better than the one before. 
By the time we get to Edmonton, 
we'll be just cooking.” 

The Who's Tommy Tour opens 
at the Jubilee Auditorium July 12 
and runs until July 21. e

Fury consumed by raging fires in new Shrew

s rain and hail poured on to the 

Heritage Amphitheatre Friday 
night, Petruchio (Julien Arnold) 
resolved to woo the tempestuous 
Katherina. 

“Have I not heard the sea, puffed 
up with winds . . . and heaven’s 
artillery thunder in the skies?” 

The Free Will Players and the 
east of The Taming of the Shrew 
braved nearly an hour of similarly 
uncooperative weather at Hawre- 
lak Park, but only a monsoon 
could dampen the high spirits in 
this classic Shakespearean come- 
dy. 

Arnold’s Petruchio, boisterous 
enough to be heard above Kate’s 
ravings and Edmonton’s intemper- 
ate weather, is a young fortune- 
hunter who comes to Padua on a 
motorbike, game to woo Kate for 
her rich dowry. But it requires 
both sweet-tongue and strong-arm 
tactics and Kate rails a thousand 
times before they kiss. At about 
this point on Friday, pounding hail 
forced an intermission. 

The play resumed with the mad 
wedding and Petruchio’s late 
arrival in clownish attire “as if he 
had been aboard, carousing to his 
mates after a storm,” with umbrel- 
la and flippers. Waddling about 
like-a-penguin, Arnold gives us 
over-the-top comic exuberance. 

Driving the comedy in Taming 
of the Shrew is the notion we all 
play roles, even behave badly, in 
order to weather and dispel the 
outrageous humors that govern 
others. The decree by the father, 
Baptista, confining his youngest 
(Bianca) until his eldest (Kather- 
ina) marries is, of course, absurd 
and it hatches schemes just as 
ridiculous. The bland freshman 
Lucentio (Ari Cohen) plots with 
servant Tranio (Ashley Wright) to 
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Julien Arnold and Elizabeth McLaughlin put a -_ 
twist on a classic tale in the Taming of the Shrew. 


win Bianca (Rebecca Starr) by 
switching identities with him, 
while Hortensio (Raul Tomé), 
another of Bianca’s young suitors, 
puts on his own disguise. With 
Hortensio posing as music teacher, 
Lucentio as Latin teacher, their 
wooing is lively and frantic. 
Petruchio’s “taming” of Kather- 
ina — undertaken after the wed- 
ding — is troublesome for modern 
audiences, but director James 
MacDonald tries to make it a two- 
way trial, less a subjugating of one 
partner than a softening of both. 


Where “two raging fires meet,” 
they “consume the thing that feeds 
their fury.” Elizabeth McLaughlin 
plays Kate with roughness but also 
sympathy; lacking a mother and 
cooped up in the family restaurant 
with her spoiled sister and paro- 
chial father, anyone’s nerves 
would be shot to pieces. 

There is some excellent physical 
comedy in this production: 
Bianca’s suitors scurrying from 
Kate like mice, Petruchio wrestling 
with his true love, Hortensio trying 
his hand at the accordion, a pedant

he walls of the gallery are white, 

warmed by amber hardwood. 
Near the door, a man stands before a 
giant beeswax “skin” mounted on 
the wall. Wrinkled knees, shoulders 
lopsided, penis full but flaccid, he is 
truly hyper-realistic. Only the small- 
er-than-human scale and smell of 
polychromed epoxy resin betrays 
the grey flesh isn't alive. 

I watch people mill around the 
4/5th life-size sculpture of Murray, 
late middle-age with real grey hair. 
Some gape, most walk by expres- 
sionless, others chatter madly, 
backs turned. Many are too un- 
comfortable to look directly at the 
front. It is fascinating to watch a 
breast-obsessed culture so reticent 
to lower its gaze to the penis. 

At the back of the gallery, 12 
photos line the walls, three in 
color, the rest, elegant silver gela- 
tin prints. Each is an exploration 
of role-reversal, with the male sub- 
ject in minor drag, substituting for 
the diva in re-creations of photog- 
raphy’s legendary nudes. 

With Sighting the Male, the 
Latitude 53 Society of Artists pre- 
sents an exploration into the male 
image and identity, featuring 
sculptor Evan Penny and photog- 
rapher Chuck Samuels, both from 
Eastern Canada.

Samuels’ statement of intent is 
to expose the function of gender 


difference and undermine the hier- 
archical roles of viewer and view- 
ed. To do this, he positions himself 
as the famous female subjects: 


coiled by a boa as in the Avedon 
photo of a pregnant Natasia Kinski 
and, in After Man Ray, framed by 
a flowered drape, his back painted 
like a violin. He transforms our 
ingrained desire to gape at the 
female nude into a new way to 
look at the male and a subsequent 
parody of gender-bending. 

The obstacle to this show for 
both artists is getting the viewer 
past the natural tendency to com- 
pare the re-creation against the 
original and move instead into 
more abstract and political 
thought. 

For Samuels, not including the 
original masters’ photos usurped 
much of this unsophisticated 
curiosity, but also seemed to aban- 
don the photographs in a wash of 
vague politicization without solid 
grounding. Still, the photos are 
refreshing in how they embrace 
the gaze and prove the male body 
to be beautiful when displayed in 
typically feminine ways. 

It also is true to say Samuels’ 
pictures are copy-cat art. Rather 
than using well-worn images to 
explore how we might compare a 
male nude laying in a field to that 
exact shot of a female, I wished 
for new and original photos. Still, 
the series can be delightfully 
funny, as the artist grins from 
behind a black mask while 
propped on a settee, a sarcastic 
tribute to the Bellocg original. 

While both artists present works 
worthy of a visit simply to admire 
their skill in replication, there is 
also an obvious need to politicize. 
The art cannot easily exist as mere

Murphy stars as Professor Sher- 
man Klump, a brilliant research 
scientist whose love life is any- 
thing but material for a Danielle 
Steel lustfest. Then, one glorious 
day, he takes a swig of his own 
secret potion. In a flash, pounds 
and inhibitions melt away and the 
once-portly Klump is transformed 
into Buddy Love, the Einstein of 
romance. One little problem: 
Klump’s discovery hasn't quite 
been perfected and its remarkable 
effects have a nasty habit of wear- 
ing off at the worst possible 
moments. 

Anyone who saw the Jerry 
Lewis version (of course, if you're 
from France substitute “classic” 
for “version”) knows the story of 


professor Klump. In the Murphy 
vehicle, he believes he can cure his 
low self-esteem and chronic fail- 
ure with women by devising the 
said potion. Sure enough, the for- 
mula works. Unfortunately, Buddy 
may be thin in stature but he’s 
thick with cruelty and crudeness; 
sorta like Eddie Murphy in Raw. 

Murphy also has fun playing a 
slew of other characters under lots 
of makeup. He plays a Richard 
Simmons-like aerobics instructor. 
Even more hilarious, ke plays 
nearly all the members of Sher- 
man’s rotund family. Not so 
charming is the movie’s overabun- 
dance of toilet humor. Director 
Tom Shadyac, apparently still suf- 
fering the ill-effects of directing 
Jim Carrey in Ace Ventura: Pet 
Detective, lets Murphy revel in 
every fart joke he can conjure. 
How many fart jokes are too 
many? You decide. 

A word to the wise, though. Do 
not miss the opening five minutes 
of the film. If you own a hamster, 
you owe it to the little beggar to 
see that part.

Taiwanese film suffers 
from lack of dialogue

ive L’Amour starring Yang 

Kuei-Mei, Chen Chao-Jung 
and Len Kang-Sheng. Directed 
by Tsai Ming-Liang. 

Have you ever heard the sound 
of one hand clapping? I found 
myself straining to-hear it at 
times while viewing Vive 
L’Amour, a 1994 film from 
Taiwanese director Ming-Liang. 

His work, which includes criti- 
cally acclaimed stage and TV fea- 
tures as well as film, tends to 
possess a common theme, the 
alienation of individuals in mod- 
ern urban society. Vive L’Amour 
focuses on three such individuals 
and their respective efforts to 
find companionship amidst the 
swell of humanity in the city of 
Taipei. 

There are three central charac- 
ters in the movie. One is Mei 
(Kuei-Mei), a female realtor 
searching for someone to love 
her. Another is Hsiao-Kang 
(Chao-Jung, who also appeared 
in Ang Lee’s film Eat Drink Man 
Womam,) as a suicidally lonely 
gay man selling spaces in a 
columbarium, a memorial home 













housing the cremated remains of 
the deceased. Then there is Ah- 


Jung (Kang-Sheng), a street ven- 


dor not bound to anything, 
including a need for social 
attachments. 

Vive L'Amour is more a pic- 
ture book than a movie; indeed, 
remarkably little dialogue figures 
in the film. Ming-Liang uses short 
picturesque scenes to express the 
emotional states of his charac- 
ters. 

For example, Mei’s isolation is 
represented by scenes of her con- 
stant waiting in vacant houses for 
clients who rarely show up. For 
his part, Hsiao-Kang literally pro- 
vides services for the dead and 
seems unable to form a relation- 
ship with the living. 

Ah-Jung is the wild card of the 
trio, living free of the constraints 
of legitimate employment and 
social interaction. He enjoys pur- 
suing Mei, but there is never any 
hint he needs to do so. Ah-Jung 
acts as a catalyst for the other 
two characters, eventually mov- 
ing them into individual moments 
of self-realization. 

According to the director, Vive 
L'Amour is about the search for 
love in hopelessly overpopulated 
Taipei. “The relationships 





between these three people por- 
trays contemporary romance in 
Taipei,” said Ming-Liang in an 
interview, “the hunger for true 
love of the urbanites and the frus- 
tration during their futile search 
for it.” 

It is a difficult story to follow at 
times, because of the movie's lack 
of dialogue. You are required to 
be a mind reader in places as the 
characters mutely go about their 
business. Fortunately, the film 
possesses a keen sense of humor, 
providing some relief from the 
symbolic scenes of isolation and 
loneliness. 

The cast performances are 
excellent and Ming-Liang’s direc- 
tion is crisp and focused; howev- 
er, the movie is hurt by its lack of 
verbal interaction and an annoy- 
ing anti-climactic ending. 
Generally,Vive L’Amour is a 
worthwhile effort and an interest- 
ing piece of visual cinema. 

Still . . . sometimes you need 
both hands clapping in order to 
get applause. Vive L’Amour eee

EE movie reviewer Ron Clark 
has been the subject of some 
rather pointed accusations. 

Clark reported that, in a recent 
conversation, someone familiar 
with his work for SEE pointed 
out Clark had been lifting lines 
for his movie reviews from a 
U.S.-based writer. If that infor- 
mation was publicly revealed, 
Clark was apparently told he 
could find himself in a lot of trou- 
ble. Clark said it was further sug- 
gested other individuals were also 
aware of what he had done and 
were prepared to reveal that 
information. 

Clark indicated the accuser 
made his motives quite clear, but 
that’s a subject that will not be 
pursued in this space. 

After revealing his dilemma to 
SEE editor/publisher Terry 
McConnell, as well as speaking 
directly to the writer he was 
accused of copying, Clark decided 
to address the matter directly in 
the pages of SEE. His response 
follows. McConnell’s comments 
are included afterwards.

Is it a crime when someone does 
something illegal, not knowing it’s 
illegal? Ignorance is no defence, 
but what do you do in such a case? 
You can deny it or you can investi- 
gate it and find out if your actions 
have hindered someone else’s 
livelihood. 

I hope I have your undivided 
attention now, because I am going 
to tell you I unknowingly did 
something wrong. Let me state, 
however, the publishers of SEE 
Magazine in no way should be held 
responsible for what’s happened. 

Through the course of writing 
reviews, I often check what other 
writers have said about a film. I'm 
not referring to writers from the 
local media, but those from the 
U.S. whose reviews are distributed 
on the Internet. From time to time, 
Ihave used what they have said as 
part of my reviews and not given 
them due credit.

What about people who copy 
portions of your reviews? 

Sean: “Once | write them, I am 
done with them, I don’t really care 
where they go. People would 
never copy a piece out of The New 
York Times, but they would think 
nothing of going to The New York 
Times home page on the Internet 
and copying that.” 

So what you're saying is that 
people don’t seem to connect the 
two? 

Sean: “Exactly.” 

So when I tell you I have copied 
portions of your work, your 
response is? 

Sean: “It’s a little cheesy. It’s 
part of the business, it’s what goes 
on. 

Copyright infringement is the 
most sincerest form of flattery. . .

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The Cable Guy (PG) 

Jim Carrey’s latest fails to hook us up 
with enough laughs, mostly because 
the movie has a dark edge, a sour end- 
ing and a script that tries to be about 
something: the way too much televi- 
sion leads to dysfunction. The manic 
Carrey plays a cable installer who 
aggressively tries to befriend his cus- 
tomers, one of whom is played by Mat- 
thew Broderick. Director Ben Stiller 
does slick work, but Carrey’s character 
is more disturbing than lovable, hardly 
the right slant for a comedy. 


Dragonheart (PG) 

This very dull fable features a listless 
Dennis Quaid as a knight in shining 
armor. Only Sean Connery (as the 
voice of the dragon) breathes fire into 
astory about a dragon and knight who 
battle an evil prince (David Thewlis). 


Eraser (M) 

Take cover! Pieces of formula are 
falling like shrapnel. We're talking 
Arnold Schwarzenegger's latest stunt- 
fest. The story of a marshal who helps 
people in the Witness Protection 
Program features vivid stunts and a 
routine story. It also teams Arnold with 
Vanessa Williams (the female who 
needs help), James Caan (the villain) 
and Robert Pastorelli (the comic 
relief). The one-liners don’t have the 
usual invigorating snarl, and, for all the 
action, this one feels a little tired. 


The Hunchback of Notre Dame (PG) 
This beautifully animated Disney ver- 
sion of the Victor Hugo story features 
magriificent drawing, fine voice work 
(from Tom Hulce, Demi Moore and 
Kevin Kline), medium-grade music and 
some lags in the story. A little darker 
and scarier than the usual Disney out- 
put, but still worth a look. If you're 
ranking, put it ahead of Pocahontas 
and behind such contemporary classics 
as Beauty and the Beast and Aladdin. 


Independence Day (PG) 

The hype is overwhelming — at times 
the picture follows suit, but lots of 
Independence Day fails to hit the 
mark. The premise is gripping enough: 
Aliens invade the Earth and earthlings 
fight back. A large cast includes Bill 
Pullman (as president) and Will Smith 
(as a Marine pilot), but acting, dialogue 
and even logic are beside the point. 
Credit this one for having the audacity 
to weave a vast cultural tapestry out of 
pieces of movie lore — and then shoot 
them full of commercial fire. Big-time 
destruction is convincing and impres- 
sive, but some of the effects look 
cheesy enough to make this a delicious 
reprise of lurid ‘50s sci-fi. A “B” movie 
that has mutated into a supernova. 


Lone Star (M) 

John Sayles paints a complex, multicul- 
tural portrait of a Texas border town in 
‘a movie that includes 54 speaking roles. 
The main story involves a sheriff (Chris 
Cooper) who tries to find out the truth 
about his legendary father and re-estab- 
lish a relationship with his high-school 
_ sweetheart 
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and a train. The supporting cast is as 
uneven as everything else. 


The Nutty Professor (M/) 

It can be rude and crude, but there are 
plenty of laughs in Eddie Murphy’s 
remake of Jerry Lewis’ 1963 signature 
work. Murphy plays seven roles, but 
the centerpiece character is the enor- 
mous Sherman Klump, a college pro- 
fessor who’s researching the mysteries 
of DNA. He invents a slimming drug 
and turns into the super-aggressive 
Buddy Love. Surprise: The professor is 
a character of genuine pathos. 


Phenomenon (PG) 

John Travolta proves appealing as a 
California mechanic who sees a flash 
of light and becomes a genius. He also 
receives able support from Kyra 
Sedgwick (as a divorcee who resists 
his advances), Robert Duvall (as the 
town doctor) and Forest Whitaker (as 
one of his pals). Director Jon 
Turtletaub gives the movie a handsome 
look, but the script eventually grows 
some tall corn, practically canonizing 
Travolta’s character by creating gov- 
ernment opposition to him. Put anoth- 
er way, it can’t resist biting off a pretty 
big slice of baloney in order to offer up 
its own fuzzy brand of spirituality. 


The Rock (M) 

A potent shot of summer action from 
the producing team of Don Simpson 
and Jerry Bruckheimer. This time, 
though, a crucial addition gives the 
movie an unexpected quality, a bit of 
funk. Most of it stems from Nicolas 
Cage, who plays a chemist working for 
the FBL He and Sean Connery, a pris- 
oner who served time in Alcatraz, join 
forces to stop a rogue marine general 
(Ed Harris) who has taken over 
Alcatraz island. Excessive? Sure. Too 
long? You bet. But Cage and Connery 
make a good team. 


Striptease (M) 

Demi Moore may have a thoroughbred 
body, but she has chosen to display it 
in a nag of a movie. The comedy/ 
thriller Striptease tells the story of a 
mother who strips in order to earn 
money to wage a custody fight with her 
former husband, a pill-popping sleaze- 
bag. Moore's glamor is at odds with the 
movie's tawdriness, embodied in a 
twisted old congressman played by 
Burt Reynolds. Not as ludicrous as last 
year’s Showgirls, but lamentable in its 
own right. Put another way, this could 
be the least amount of fun you can 
have without clothes.
